Exposition  Park  Master  Plan 

CCA  members  are  invited  to  learn  about  the  new  Exposition  Park  Master  Plan  which  will  guide  land  use  at 
the  160-acre,  State-owned  park  over  the  next  20  years.  The  plan  comes  at  a  time  when  Exposition  Park 
finds  itself  in  the  midst  of  sweeping  change.  LAFC  is  midway  through  construction  on  the  Banc  of  California 
Stadium  and  construction  is  expected  to  begin  in  early  2018  for  the  Lucas  Museum  of  Narrative  Art.  Also  in 
the  works  is  USC's  proposed  $270-million  modernization  of  the  Coliseum.  Most  notably,  Exposition  Park  is 
preparing  for  the  2028  Summer  Olympics,  with  both  the  Coliseum  and  Banc  of  California  slated  to  host 
events.
